What I8 there for Frenchmen to dof
Neither M. Dewmorixs nor M. Jures
LEMATTRE can seo any help for them. How
shonld they go about to galn the virtuea
that they lack, and which abound In the
Anglo.8axont How should they develop
fn themsclves the energy, the power of
will, the hablt of melf-dependence, the
spirit of Initlative? To develop thess
qualities they would need, [t 15 ndmitted,
the following things: In the first placs,
parents, convinced that they owe thelr
children only an education, which, how-
ever, should be n virlle one; In the second
place, young men thoroughly convinced
that they must depend upon themselves In
1ife; in the third place, young men firmly
resolved to seek in marriage a companion
and not a dowry. Another thing needed In
s government which shall reduce to a
minimum the number of Ita functions and
ita functionaries, and thus drive young
people Into Independent careers which
require Individual, Initlative and hard
work, In a word, France needs a state of
things wherein the publio functlonary, the
politician, and the ldler shall be leas re-
speoted than the farmer, the manufacturer,
and the merchant,

To coma to detalls, M. JULES LEMAITRE,
for his part, would put an end to the study
of dead languages In colleges and achools;
would suppress universities, the Polytech-
nle School, and all the higher educational
establishments supported by the Btate;
would suppreas universal suffrage ; would
aboliah at least three-fourths of the offlce-
holders ; would, In & word, undo almost
the whols of the administrative work ao-
complinhed by the first revolution and the
first empire. This, however, would not
sufflco. It would also be needful to sup-
press the army sporopriations, which are
ruining Franee, and to put an end to the
conseription which robs young Frenchmen
of three years of thelr lifs, and by no means
tends to develop in them a spirit of initia-
tive, France would have to content her-
solf, as England does, with an army of
about 200,000 men. Itwould be needful to
do away with the necessity of national
defence and the supposed moral obll-
gation of “revenge.” It would, at the
pame time, be needful to render another
defeat Impossible, for It !s defeat which
has made Frenchmen weak, shamefaced,
and timid. Nor would even all this
suffice; one would have to changs the
French soul. How is It posslble to instil
will and energy where they do not exist,
and to transform a Latin or Celt into an
Anglo-Saxont

One of the few consolations which M.
Deumorisa and his commentators find is
the reflsction that Germany, In splte of
sombo recent slgns of commercial extenslion,
Is not much less mick than France, The
wealth which it gained from France, the
confldence and the advantages of all kinds
derlved from vlectory, mssure to Germany
momentary health, but M., DemoriNs s
convinced that despotism, militarism,
bureancratism and scolalism will kill Ger-
many, also, in the end. It Is suggested by
M. Jures Lemaiten that a good plank of
safety for Germnny, France and other Con-
tinental countriea would be a defenslve
league of all Latin, Germanie and Slavio
Europe against the voracious virtues of
the Anglo-Saxon race. It ls, however, ad.
mitted that for such a league the tlmes are
not yet ripe.

The French decadence seems to bo dis-
tingnished from other examples of natlonal
decay In this particular, that It s self-con.
solous. It has no illusions. It is murpris-
ing to ohserve among the Frenchmen who
have noticed the book we have been con-
sldering, how many recognize, In all its
extent and sccret caunses, the material and
moral degeneration of France, If the self-
consclousness of a natlon reveals ltaelf in
its higher individualities, never was an
unfortunate people more allve to Its own
weaknesses and woes, It is posalble that
in this recognltion of facts may lle achance
of cure. M, Desorixs himself, although a
pesaimist, maintains that Frenchmen have
aclearer and mors methodleal mind than
have the Anglo-Suxons, a fact which should
make them leaders in the work of drawing
the backward peoples of the East Into the
paths of elviligation. It may also be
argued that, after all, France ls the Con-
tinental nation which, from several points
of view, comes nearest to the Anglo-Saxon
type; the Frenchman certainly epproaches
the Engllsliman more closely than does the
Bpaniard or the Itallan, or even the Ger
man, who, In M. DEMOLING'S opinlon, has
got no further, in a political and social
sense, than the age of Lovis XIV,

The Change of Capital in China.

The reporta that Pekin will spon cease to
be the seat of government In China are as-
suming more definite form, but accord.
Ing to tho latest wslatement on the

subject, Atnstead of the new capltal
helng fixed at & spot  within  casy
reach of clviligation, it Is to be mse-

cluded from the world among the moun-
tain ranges of the province of Shensi, The
locality sald to have been selected ls Si-
guan, & ¢ity about ninety miles up the
Hwel-ho from where It joina the Hoang-ho
0l the polnt where that river forms a right
pugle at the southwestern corner of thoe
provinee of Shansl,  Sl-gnan is nearly GO0
willes inadirect Hne from Pekin,with which
city it is econpeeted by a highway run-
ning in a general soutliwesterly direetion
through the provinees of Chl-ll and Shansl,
passing through many important towns on
the road ; and alter leaviog Siognan It con-
tinues through Shensi to Tsincchau In the
western provinee of Kan-sub, and fron
there into Chingse Turkestan,

The welectlon of Slgoan, If it Is flually
adopted, ns the future capital of China, (s
sigulficant of the Intention of the rulers of
the country toavold contact with the outer
world a8 much as possible, It would
seem as It the recent visit of the Ger

wan Frioce, Hexny, had determined the

Emperor and his eourt to sscape from others
of the sama kind by retiring Into the
weatern recessses of the empire to a
spot where, until & rallway Is built,
the fourney will be long mnd wearl-
some, There, far away from the Intrusion
of forelgners, the court ean continue the
old policy of conmervatism and mystery
which [t has taken so many centuries to
penetrate, and feel securs for a time
agalnat any attempt by a European power
to obtaln control of the person of the sov-
areign, and through him of the fountry.
While the position of Bi-gnan I well
adapted to merve the political objecta Indi-
ented, 1t has also conalderable military ad-
vantages. It is diffienit to reach from the
south owing to the mountain ranges form-
Ing the southern watsrshed of the Hwel-ho
snd Hoang-ho, and It muat be many ysars
befors the country lylng Immediatsly to
the north of Shaosl and Shensl is saffi-
clently developed to bring the Husslans
in anything ke close touch with the south-
ern part of Shensl. There is, however, one
polnt that la not to be overlooked. Sl-gnan
{s acceasible by water all the way from the
sea by the Hoang-ho ms soon as steamers
shall have boen placed on tho course of
that river from {ta month In the Gulf of
Pe-ohl-ll to the junction with the Hwel-ho,
o~ which Si-gnan Is altuated ; and the first
iwe hundred miles of the Hoang-ho from
the nea pasa through the province of Shan-
tung, now a German sphere. Tal-nan, on
the enstern bank of the Hoang-ho, aboub
one hundred miles from the sen, Is a town
of conslderable Importance, and is to be
connected with Kino Chou by rail., Thls,
it may be remarked, would make the Gen
mans In Shantung the virtunl masters
and guardians of the highways by land
and water betweon the proposed new capl-
tal of Chinna and the outer world.
' The statement that a large military force
is concentrated In thoe province of Shaunl,
about half way between Pekin and 8l.gnan,
to accompany and protect the court on ita
journey, has an importance of ita own. The
population of the country of which the new
capltal would bethe centre Indistingulshed
by ita physical qualities and encrgy nbove
that of the reat of China, and If tho Inten.
tion of the rulers of the country Is to creata
a military foros that would recover the in-
dependence of China from forelgn Influ-
ences, the cholos of Bi-guan Is as good as
could have been mnade. In any case, it
seems oartain that it |s felt In China that
Pckin Is too near the points of posalble
confliet between the powers that have as.
sumed the function of its protectors, and
that the further away the court can get
from It the better for lts own safety and
comfort.

Hawall

Opposition to the mequisition of the Phil-
ippines might coneelrably ba so Intense that
ita repressntatives would prevent, if they
conld, the sending of men and supplies to
Drwey, so that, flying from defsat or
starvation, he would be driven home,
This sort of feellng, or rather this
nachool of statesmanship, goes no further
than to hamper the FPhilippine move-
ment and at the same time risk serlous
international complications In connectlon
with the war, by opposing the annexation
of Hawall, a spot which any military ex-
pert assigned to the task of upholding
Dewzy, and every statesman whose vis.
fons of the country's greatness are not
fenced in between the Atlantic and Pacifio
ooasts, would lock upon as a gift of
Provldence,

Without incurring the odium of leaving
our gallant tars In Aanlla without troops
and balked of a eomplete victory, tha
anti-Hawallan politiclans ses at least the
chancs of preventing the Unlted Statea from
ever having another DEWEY or from
further extending (ts name and prowess In
the East. Hawall rejected, they think,
will mean & final chock to our freshly
stirred ambitions and an abandonment of
our hope to be one of the great powers of
the world.

The Unlted States need of Hawall {s as
clear as their nesd of an army and navy,

The Third Reglment of Nebraska Volun-
teers is commanded by Col. WiLrLiam J.

It Is right that the plain truth shouold be
told about this business.

‘When the eminent Thesplan who played
the part of a Presidential candidate In 1800
made up his mind to attempt in 1808 the
role of & military leader and hero, his
determination put President McKiNLEy
in an embarrassing position. The President
must elther sccept or reject Mr, BRYAN'S
widely and nolslly advertlsed proposal,
If he accepted It, he was obviously lending
ald to an enterprise of political advertisa-
ment, and admitting Into the organlzation
of our volunteer army influences and con-
siderations up to this tims avolded. If he
rejected It, the President might sesm to be
lacking In courtesy to one who had been
bis competitor for the office he holds. He
was surs to be scoussd of questioning the
Intogrity of Mr. BRYax's motives In decld-
ing to become a soldier, and even to be
charged with persecuting him,

At the same time FPresldent McEiNLeY
knew what every man in the United States
knows, and what Bryaw himself must
know, namely, that the regiment com.
manded by this purely political Colonel
will be subject to the risks and perils in-
volved In incompetent and absolutely Inex-
perlenced leadership,

How the War Department will deal with
the diffioult question thus presented re-
muins 1o be seen, Meanwhlile the political
part of the business has been studlously
and eluborately prepared at Lincoln,
The reglmoent Is koown In advance as
the *Sllver Battalion,” For a time it
was Industiriously auncunced that Mr,
DBryax, burnipg with patriotie ardor,
wounld Insist upon fighting as & private in
the ranks, The eriginal schewe wppesrs Lo
have bheen that he should enlist ns o
private, be elected Captain of his company
by the vote of his comrades, and then be com-
missioned as Colonel, It has been reported
that this plan was asbandoned beeunnse
there swas reason to fear that Mr, Hiyvas
could not carry his company for Captain,
The programme was cut down. The Populist
Governor lasued to Mr, DRyax a Colonsl's
comminsion, and the politieal Colonel thus
ereated was photograpbed, for the purposes
of history and future political campnigns,
in the act of recelving his comminsion from
the Govervor's hands. Some-siy Lhat he
posed on that ocension before a kinetoscope
machine. Knowing his abilities as o Thes
plan, we are quite sure that even Lieut..Cuol,
Jiv Ham Lrwis himself could not have
struck & more nobly martial stiuitede In
the face of the camern.

Mason and Mixed Flour,

The Senate allowed the Hon, WirnLtam B,
Masox of Illinols to Inject Into the War
Revenue bill a totally irrelevant amend-
ment regulating and taxing the manuface
ture and sale of mixed flour. The Mason
amendment, while ostensibly for the pur-
poss of revenus, is In fact and offect a sep-
arato act for the confusion of the makers
of what {a ealled mixed flour and the ad-
vantage of the makers of unmixed flour,
Just as the Oleomargarine act, slgned by
GrovER CLEVELAND, to his lasting dis-
credit, used the power of taxation with the
object of hurting ons business and helping
another, so this Mason amendment, more
properly this statute against mixed flour,
uses the power of taxation to help ons seb
of manufacturers at the expense of another,

The Mason amendmant should bs hustled
out of the War Revenue blll by the House,
It is an independent statute, It Congress
deems It Its business to Interfere in therival-
ries of manufacturs, lot it do so openly.

Don't Forget the Lannoh,

Hopsox and his seven heroes of the Mex-
rimao will certalnly bes rewarded by Con-
gress and the Navy Department, but the
brilllancy of thelr achlevement should not
eclipse that of young PowrLr and his four
companions In the launch, This llttle craft
followed the Merrimae among the Spanish
batteries, and formed a part of the general
plan, She was to awalt the Merrimao's
crow after the explosion, and nobly did
sho perforin her duty. Our account says
